Miſs Hipbop had promiſing Qua- 
lities, ſhe danced and ſung tolerably, and 
it was not doubted but, by her Miſtreſs's 
"Tuition, ſhe would, in a few Years, be 
able to repeat twenty or thirty Lines with 
Theatrical Propriety, at leaſt with the 
Theatrical Tone, and ſo commence a deep 
Tragedian ; and indeed Miſs was very in- 
duſtrious, ſhe read a great many Plays; 
and though the was often obliged to have 
Recourſe to a Dictionary, for an Explana- 
tion of ſome very ſublime Words, yet 
ſuch | is the Force of Perſeverance, that it 
conquers almoſt every Difficulty that is to 
be ſurmounted by human Means; and in 
Mils it diſplayed itſelf in a very extraordi- 
nary Degree.

By a frequent Attention to Plays, ſhe 
became habitually Poetical, and would 

talk you over in Blank Verſe as well as her 
Miſtreſs. Strutt, who pretended a Smat- 
tering in the ſame Way, often engaged her 
at her own Game; but as there can be no 
Argumentation except there is Difference 
of Sentiments, Strutt, for the fake of De- 
bate, would often contradict her, and would 
(as to be ſure he was very capable) aſſign 
Reaſons 'why, in his Opinion, Shakeſpeare 


was neither ſo great a Poet, nor Garrick 


ſo great a Player as the World took them 
to be. This Kind of Debate was pleaſing 
enough to Miſs, as it afforded her an Op- 
portunity of quoting Verſes in favour of 
her Heroes, and defeating her Antagoniſt 
by the Multiplicity of Authority, | 
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dr to Miſs Hiphop, who | 
| Was, to ſpeak the T ruth, ſamewhat amorous. 
He offered her Marriage, which ſhe. pru- 
dently rejected, as it muſt unavoidably have 
retarded her Progreſs on the Stage. He of- 
fered likewiſe to eaſe her of her Virginity, 
which, by the by, was given before to the 
whining Theatrical Templar, whoſe. Va- 
nity and Affactation have made ſo ridiculous 
a Figure in the firſt Part of theſe Memoirs, 
It was ſome Time before Strutt could pro- 
cure any Favours from this young Lady; 
whenever he ſtruggled for a Kiſs, ſhe would 
cry out with a Vehemence that might make 
an Im preſſion on the Upper Gallery, *Hold, 
hold! Lord, you're as furious as Lee's A. 
lexander; but IIl let you know that I can be 
as imperious as the ſame Poets Raxana, or 
 Congreve's Zara.” Whenever he attempted 
to put his Hand in her Boſom, ſhe was fired 
; at the Affront, and raged like the Bellowing 
of Mount Veſuvius ; . Who is he that dares 
« affault the ſun-clad Power of Chaſtity ?” 
Sun-clad or moon-clad, cries Strutt, I 


meant no Harm ; but, Madam, you are ſo 
dam-

damnably tickliſh; Lord, one can't ſpeaks 
to you, but they muſt be doom d by your 
Eyes unto Exile from your Preſence, and 
ſent a packing upon the Legs of Poetry; 
I never knew any thing fo ſqueamiſh. | 


Strutt found, in his-own Experience, the 
Conſequence of Aſſiduity; for, by a fre- 
quent Application, he conquered. at laſt ; 
not but that ſome other Cauſes concurred 
to effect the Conqueſt ; for the young Lady 
was not eminent enough to have many 
Lovers, either honourable or diſhonourable, 
otherwiſe, I dare venture to-affirm, my 
Maſter never would have triumph d: She 
made uſe of Strutt only becauſe no-body 
elſe was making Offers, apd to ſupply her. 
preſent Neceſſities, He continued to vifit 
her pretty often, and ſometimes was with 
her all Night, during which 2 
tracted a very intimate Acute, ark 
a very. communicative Pe 
 Hiphbop's, who had ſeen. a great deal of the: 
World, and been in the Service of Ladies 
of the firſt Rank in Gallantry, We fre-

Teeth, as perhaps ever were granted for 


the Deſtruction of the Beaus; but Nature 


had not been ſo kind in furniſhing her with

he was a great Schemer, and had ſpent a 
very conſiderable Fortune in the Execution 
of them, without being able to bring ane 
of them to bear; beſides his Faculty for 
Schemes, he poſſeſſed himſelf of the No-
